Warm milk at the time it is drawn 
from the cow readily absorbs from 
the air of the stable certain sub- 
stances which impart to the milk dis- 
agreeable odors and tastes, When 
milk is allowed to stand in a poorly 
ventilated or unclean barn, the char- 
acteristic odor and taste of aromatic 
feeds such as bects, ensilage and tur- 
nips may be imparted to milk in the 
same manner. This may lead one to 
believe that the trouble is due to 
food which has been caten, and that 
the odor and taste have been clim- 
inated with the milk through the 

udder. 

Ordinarily the condition can be 
corrected by the prompt removal of 
the milk as soon as drawn from each 
respective animal and placing it in 
the milk house where facilities for 
the proper and immedia cooling 
are available.

|Now Being Provided Provisionally 


by the Army Postoffice 


The postoffice department = an- 
nounces that information has been 
received from the general postoffice, 
England, that a postal service to the 
civilian population of that portion of

Hungry Germans Grow Mutinous 
But Are Cowed by 
Officialdom 


Miss Blanche Slocum, grand opera 
soprano and protegee of Mary Gar- 
den, has returned to Chicago, after 
four years and a half in Germany. 

“Here I am” she said, “the last 
American out of Germany. German 
officials objecte! to my leaving, and 
I virtually was a prisoner for weeks. 
I suppose they thought I might 
tell things. I certainly shall. for 
the Germany I left is a Germany 
very different from the one des- 
cribed in recent books and maya- 
zine articles, It has changed since 
their authors were there. It is hun- 
gicr—much hungrier. Besides, it is 
mutinous, 

“Germany—German soldiers even 
—told me they wanted to see Ger- 
many lose the war, they hate the 
government so. I saw a number of 
small riots, People shouted “Down 
with the war! Down with the gov- 
ernment!

What Measure of Forgiveness Will 
Allies Extend to Enemy 
After the War 
When peace is signed at last and 
the various combatants shake hands 
over it all, just what is going to be 
the measure of forgiveness which 
the allies will extend to Germany? 
Will it be the Biblical seventy times 
seven, or will it be a mere lip affair? 
German commercial aspirations will 
have to be satisfied. She will seek 
to regain her old markets and to en- 
ter new ones, President Wilson, in 
his addresses to congress, has in- 
sisted that every nation at the close 
of the war shall be unhampered in 
its endeavor to work out its own 
destiny, We shall insist upon this 
principle being applied to Belgium, 
to Poland, to the Balkan States, and 
to Russia—so far as the Bolsheviki 
will permit themselves to be helped. 
Even Austria will receive a faily 
glad hand, while Bulgaria and Tur- 
key will be recognized as _ having 
possibilities in the direction of be- 
\ing tamed and made into useful peo- 
ples. But in the case of Germany— 
that is something else again, e 
can open our markets to her, but 
markets are of no avail if the peo- 
ple will not buy—and one is not apt 
to resume relations of any kind with 
a man who has shown himself to 
be a second-story artist, a murderer, 
a liar, and lost to every sense of de- 
cency, Uncle Sam cannot conduct 
business with a man whose dog _ is 
kept ready to opens without an_in- 
stant’s warning at his throat.—Car-

It is a wonderful heritage 
withal, an appalling one that 
Present generation is preparing for 
the next and the least we can do for 
those who are to inherit our  mis- 
takes and our glorious achievements 
is to equip them as well as possible

elongs to today is not doing her 
full share of war work. 

Facts in the case prove that the 
college girl is not a slacker in war 
work. More than that, she performs 
more war work and better war work 
than she would do away from col- 
lege. Most important of all, she does 


this at a distinct gain for herseli in! 


character growth and womanliness— 
things that are indispensable for the 
future. This personal gain comes 
because the discipline of, war work 
vitalizes the college werk and trans- 
lates it into terms of actual living in 
a-way that was never true of college 
work in the past. 
Trained thinkers and 
workers are in demand today—the 
supply is not over-abundant. The 
demand in the future will be even 
greater, Has any one the right to 
fail to provide for this demand? An 
Oxford woman who speaks with au- 
thority says: “The work of education 
must go on,... if we sacrifice the 
standards for which, we have striven 
in the past we are more truly de- 
feated than if they (the Germans) 
had marched from end to end of our 
land.” Surely England is qualified 
to speak the final word on this sub 
ject. She knows the stre san! 
strain of war, the value of war work 
and the value of an education, She 
has found a way to combine  war- 
work and college training—to insure

sane thoughts and actions in the fn-| 


ture. Her verdict is “School as us- 
ual.” 

College girls have actually replac- 
ed men in work. Would they have 
done this at home? At both Eng- 
lish and Canadian colleges the girls 
have taken over the care of the col- 
lege grounds thus releasing the gar- 
den@@> for military service. They 
have prepared, planted and tended 
gardens for soldiers’ wives and by 
the end of term time the — gardens 
were in shape to require but little 
attention from the owners. ‘They 
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have taken over the heavy work of 
packing ind boxing comforts for 
shipping overseas sent by various 
centres, They have contributed gen- 
crously to various funds and have ob- 
tained this money from their own 
allowances or by voltntary ration- 
ing. One well-known private school 
for girls in Canada has “adopted” 
from six to ten families every year 
of the war and has supplied the und- 
erfed children with excellent milk. 
They have the satisfaction of know- 


and healthy would in all probability 
have fallen in tle struggle against 
underfeeding. Almost a thousand 
dollars has been raised for this par- 
ticular work. 

English college girls have united 
in the “Girl’s Patriotic Union” and 
have established the “Star and Gar- 
ter Fund.” They have contributed 
five thousand pounds sterling to 
build and equip a sect of rooms at the 
Star and Garter House at Richmond 
for soldiers and sailors totally dis- 
abled by the war, Two motor am- 
bulances have also been given by 
this union and substantial sums con- 
tributed to relief funds. It is not at 
all unreasonable to say that these ex- 
amples of war work by college girls 
outrank in value the war work of 
girls of the same age and rank work- 
ing at home, 

Benefit to the girls themselves is 
‘important. The systematic sacrifice 
of leisure and luxuries has made the 
| girls quick to see and improve op- 
| Portunitics, It has made them more 
8 Eecobipe more sclf-controlled and, 
at the same time, has provided useful 
loutlets for their activities. It has 
lifted the girls out of themselves and 
caused them to exercise their ingen- 
uity. Above everything else it has 
taught them the value of co-opera- 
tion and team work—things that are 
indispensable to successful living lat- 
er on and which could not be gained 
in any other than by working with 
those of their own age engaged in 
similar occupations and subject to 
the same discipline. 

While our girls are attending col- 
lege they are performing invaluable 
war service and are laying broad and 
deep foundations for efficiency and 
helpless when they shall have come 
into their inheritance—the future.

Lililias, Yes, you can send maple 
Sugar to the front and there is no 
Swect that will be more appreciated. 
It is better adapted for transit than 
chocolate and you may be sure that 
it will make your brother think of 
Sugaring time in the bush when he 
Was a youngster and there was no 
ak of a world-wide war, ‘There 
will be plenty of maple sugar and 
Syrup this year if the farmer lives up 
to expectations. The season has so 
far been an ideal one for tapping. 

Domestic. You are fortunate to 
have such a good supply of pota- 
toes. It should stand you in good 
stead during the next few weeks 
when all over the Dominion a pota- 
to campaign will be in progress. 
Canadians do not half realize the 
usefulness of the humble potato. Its 
possibilities are endless. It stands 
pre-eminent among the vegetables 
used for food. It must be remember- 
ed that the most_nourishing part of 
the potato lies next the skin in the 
shape of an acrid juice which  pas- 
ses into the water during boiling and 
escapes with the steam from a_bak- 
€d potato. The composition of po- 
tatocs is as follows: Water, 78.9%; 
Starch, 189%; proteid, 2.1%; mineral 
matter, 9%; and fat 19%. 

If you are tired of cooking pota- 
toes in the same old way why not 
try a few new methods? for in- 
Stance, have you tried potato ome- 
let? You prepare mashed potatoes, 
‘uin them into a hot omelet pan 
well greased, spread evenly, cook 
slowly until browned underneath 
and fold as an omelet.

From a Speech at Plymouth by Lord 
Milner 


Tt is not now a question of des- 
troying Prussian militarism, The 


ism should oar a us, and make an 
end of all that the freedom-loving 
peoples of the world have been striv- 


ing to attain, The issue is perfectly 
simple, and if any good peace-lov- 
ing people in this country—and I be- 
lieve we are at heart all peace-lov- 
ers—have at any time in these last 
three years and a half felt a doubt 
as to what we were fighting for, 
surely no such doubt can survive to- 
day. I know it has been suggested 
that, if we could only make it clear 
to the German people that we had 
no desire to destroy Germany or to 
dictate to her as to her form of gov- 
ernment, the peace party in that 
country would be greatly  strength- 
ened, and we should be brought ap- 
preciably nearer to a termination of 
the terrible conflict which is devas- 
tating the world and threatens to 
engulf civilization, 

Well, I cofitend that we have 
made it clear. The latest speeches 
of President Wilson and of our own 
prime minister leave no doubt what- 
ever that neither America nor this 
country—and I believe this is true 
of all the allies—is fighting in order 
to dismember the Gerntan people or 
to interfere with their clear right to 
decide for themselves under what 
constitution they choose to live. We 
are not fighting to deprive the Ger- 
man people of their independence or 
of their fair share in the trade and 
intercourse of the world, always pro- 
vided that the same independence, 
the same self-determination, the 
same right to a “place in the sun” 
are effectively ensured to other na- 
tions, especially the smaller nations, 


like Belgium and Serbia (cheers); 
who have in the past been the  vic- 
tims of German ambition. If that 


were all that Germany desired the 
end of this long agony of mankind 
might not be far distant. 


And may be this is all that 
bulk of the German people do de- 
sire, and maybe a time will come 
when, through pressure from below, 
this moderate temper will be refiect- 
ed in the actions of the German gov- 
ernment.

Value of Grain Screenings 


Preventing the Waste of Small or 
Broken Grains or Weed Seeds 


Three years ago the seed branch 
of the department of agriculture, at 
Ottawa, published a bulletin on the 
feed value of grain screenings, which 
included the results of feeding tests 
undertaken by the experimental farm 
branch. Owing to the growing scar- 
city of feeds, the elevator operators 
have paid more and more attention 
to these screenings with a view to 
preventing the waste of any small or 
broken grains or weed seeds that 
might be used for feed, As a result, 
the lower grades of screenings are 


now composed almost entirely of 
very small weed seeds, which are 
very difficult to grind properly and 
are not relished by pir Bo unless mix- 
ed with other feeds. At the present 
time, the feeds division of the live 
stock branch is making a _ further 


careful study of the question with a 
view to obtaining the maximum ben- 
efit from this important by-product 
of the farm and the grain elevator. 
The results will be looked for with 
interest. The bulletin entitled 
“Grain Screenings,” already referred 
to, may be obtained from the Pub- 
lications Branch, Department of Ag- 
riculture, Ottawa,
